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Industrial Rubber Firm Plans Plant Here; 
Work Slated To Start Early In New Year 


In a news release in a Calgary 
paper last week, the General Tire and 
Rubber Company of Canada Limited 
announced they had acquired a 200- 
acre industrial site at Didsbury for 
construction of a manufacturing 
plant. 


Construction on the plant will 
begin early in 1955, and it is expected 
the plant will be in operation by the 
fall, 

Mr. L. J. Falkenhagen, Welland, 
Ont,, vice-president of the company, 
said he could not release specifica- 
tions of plant, the cost, or the 
type of product that would be pro- 
duced. He did say, however, that 
General Tire believed the demand 
for industrial rubber products and 
plastics had increased sufficiently to

Alberta. 

General Tire. with head offices at 
Akron, Ohio, has 17 manufacturing 
plants in the US., and three plants 
in Eastern Canada. The company’s 
products include rubber tires, indust- 
rial rubber products, metal products, 
chemicals and plastics, and rockets 
and projectiles, 

The company also operates seven 
radio broadcasting and four televis- 
ion stations in the U.S., and holds the 
majority stock in the Mutual Broad- 
casting System. 

General Tire operates rubber fac- 
tories in 10 countries Other than the 
US.

According to local sources the 

property mentioned is on trackage at 


the northeast corner of town and in-| 


cludes property owned by Mr. Tom 
Morris and Miss Moyle. It is esti- 
mated that 25 key personnel will be 


brought from an eastern plant to 
start with, the remainder to be 
drawn from the district. Further 


off-the-record plans were discussed 
with local officials here last week but 
more details will not be made avail- 
able to the public until a later date. 

It is itteresting to note that the 
Didsbury Board of Trade, who some- 
times are referred to as being inac- 
tive, had a large part in bring the 
industrial plant to this town. They 
have been working behind the scenes 
for some months now and it appears 
its efforts have borne fruit.

Who is responsible for educa- 
tion in Alberta? Does the B.N. 
A. Act require the Province to

Thus, there ap- 
pears the unavoidable conclus- 
jou that all adult citizens of Al- 
beta are respousible for educa- 
tion, And from this, it follows 
that the quality of education 
depends, at least in part, on 
how well and conscientiously 
Alberta citizens perform — the 
duties which civic responsibi- 
lity demands. 

Why should any person be 
responsible for the education of 
any children other than his 
own? The answer, of course, is 
that a modern democratic peo- 
ple, for its continued existence 
as such, must be founded on an 
intelligent and informed elec- 
torate, on people who under- 
stand the meaning of democ- 
racy and who have the will, the 
energy, and the skills to put its 
principles into practice, and to 
make the best possible contri- 
bution to one another's wel- 
fare, In other words, democracy 
cannot continue to exist if a 
large part of the population are 
ignorant of or indifferent to 
their democratic rights and 
duties. Thus is established 
fundamental principle in Al- 
berta education; one of its pur- 
poses is to train all boys and 
girls to become effective citizen, 
of our Province and our coun-
